Ancient Brick Making 


Ninevah 


The British forces in Mes 
are gradually pushing their way 
northward tag the valley of the 
Tigris towards Mosul, the site of an- 
cient Nineveh. Many scholare affirm 
in was in this district that the art of 
brick ona had its birth. Be that 
as it may, the people of this ancient 
land still make their bricks in the 
most primitive manner, just as th 
Assyrians and Babylonions did in 
the days of old. 

They are fashioned of clay and 
dried or baked in the sun. There one 
can sec factories on the banks of the 
Tigris, near Mosul, On the ground 
can be seen rows of recently fash- 
ioned bricks, left to dry and harden 
in the tropical sun. These Eastern 
Iders take the clay and moisten it 
with water until it becomes workable, 
and is of the consistency of — thick 
paste. It.is then placed in a wooden 
frame, without top or bottom, so that 
a uniform size may be obtained. The 
Period of drying varies, but twenty 
to twenty-five days is generally suffi- 
cient. The bricks are then quite hard 
and can be used. Such building ma- 
terial would not stand frost, but in 


the warm atmosphere of the East 
they last many years,

Nish Hasa Long _ 
And Varied History 


Was Turkish Military Station for 
300 Years 


Among Serbian cities the 
town of Nish, which has just been 
recaptured by the Serbians is only 
surpassed in strategic importance by 
the capital of the country, Belgrade. 
It lies at a point where several of 
the great highroads of the Balkan 
peninsula converge, and it is at Nish 
that the line for Salonika branches 
off from the main railway between 
Belgrade and Constantinople. Be- 
fore the war it was the custom of 
the king and his court to spend 
three months of the year at¢the lit- 
tle city on the banks of the Nishava, 
and it was to Nish that the Serbian 
government retired when Belgrade 
had been finally oceupied in the au- 
tumn of 1915,

Bank View 
Returns are Satisfactory in Quality 
and Yield 


The Monthly Commercial Letter 
of the Canadian Bank of Commefce, 
in its summary of the business in 
Canada, thus sets out the conditions 
of crops and agriculture generally: 
“It is difficult to arrive at a definite 
conclusion as to the actual volume 
of the crop. It is now apparent, 
however, that it will considerably ex- 
ceed the estimates formed during the 
bad weather of July and the early 
part of August, as is shown by the 
demand for farm help in practically 
every part of the Dominion, and by 
the renewal of orders for general 
merchandise and for articles that 
cannot be ranked as necessaries 
which had been cancelled owing to 
the anticipated failure of the crops. 
The keenest demand exists in the 
wheat districts of the prairies, Con- 
sidering the weather conditions which 
have prevailed, the returns are satis- 
factory in both quality and yield. 

The rains materially improved the 
outlook for fodder and root 
Manitoba, British Columbia « 
Brunswick will all have a large sur- 
plus of potatoes. Fodder, corn and 
roots in Ontario, and pasturage in 
the southern districts of the western 
prai.ies, have recovered substantially 
from the unfavorable weather condi- 
tions during July, and the selling of 
unfinished stock will thus be check- 
ed.» At Calgary the volume of cattle 
marketed at the close of August 
was three times greater than in the 
previous year, yet no serious reces- 
sion in prices took place, Where feed 
is plentiful the number of livestock 
being marketed is either normal or, 
because of increased production, 
slightly greater than a year ago. 
When three-year-old steers fresh 
from ‘the prairie pastures bring $170 
each, as they did in Lloydminster, 
Sask., late in August, there can be 
little doubt as to the future of the 
cattle industry on the prairies. One 
railway system carried 1,363 cars of 
cattle in 1917 as compared with 7, 
245 in 1916, an increase of 57 per 
cent. while the increase in western 
dairy produce shipped was 15 per 
cent.”

It was not 
until the Russo-Turkish war in 1877 
that the city finally Came into the 
hands of the Serbians, By the treaty 
of Berlin in 1878 Serbia was con- 
firmed in its possession. 

To what extent the little town has 
suffered by the Austrian occupation, 
it is impossible to say. In the early 
days of the war, before the Aus- 
trians actually captured the city, its 
accommodation was sadly overtaxed 
by the tremendous influx from Bel- 
grade. No less than 30,000 people 
fled before the Austrian advance and 
settled in Nish or its neighborhood. 
Fifty visitors would have severly ov- 
ertaxed the hotel accommodations of 
the Nish of those days and the effect 
of an invasion of 30,000 may be bet- 
ter imagined than described. Speak- 
ing of his visit to. the city at this

“It is mearly ten years 
the first time in our history, we put 
on the yoke of another nation and 
were made the victim of the curse of 
the most imperialistic system in the 
world.” 

The declaration continues that it 
is the duty of Korcans to secure their 
indenerdence, wipe out injuries, get 
rid of oresent sufferings and “stir up 
the ational spirit and vitality so 
long euporessed by the unjust regime 
of Japan, and leave our children eter- 
naj freedom, instead of a bitter and 
shameful inheritance. We shall fight 
to the last drop of blood in the cause 
of liberty.” 


Pian Has Failed 


France Gives Up Idea of Pooling 
War Debts pars 

Paris. — France has abandoned, for 
the present at least, any hope of hav- 
ing her great war debts shared by 
the allies. It is authoritatively as- 
serted by one of the Americans at- 
tending the conference that what 
had been an embarrassing possibility, 

now been definitely eliminated 
from the deliberations, although it is 
possible that France might at some 
future time attempt to secure assis- 
tance, 

The project has never been formal- 
ly presented at the conference but 
conversations held at intervals since 
the conference began have served as 
a medium for the presentation of the 
French point of view. 

The British and United States del- 
egations have been quite frank in 
their dispute, and have openly said 
the people of their countries would 
be slow to endorse such a plan,

Dreadaoughts Not 
Being Constructed 


Great Britain Abandons Work On 
Those Partially Completed 

London, — Replying to a question 
in the house of commons, Thomas J. 
MacNamara, parliamentary secretary 
to the admiralty, said that no dread- 
nought battleships. were under con- 
struction on Dee, 31 last. 

He added that four dreadnought 
battle cruisers were under construc- 
tion on that date; that work on three, 
which were in very early stages, had 
been abandoned-and the slips upon 
which they were being built had been 
freed for merchant ship construction. 

On the same date, he said, Great 
Britain had 33 dreadnought battle- 
ships and nine dreadnought battle 
cruisers, all of which were in com- 
mission, with exception of one battle- 
ship and one battle cruiser, So far 
as he knew no capital ships will be 
laid down this year. 


Australian Trade with Canada| 


Two New Freighters Being Con- 
structed for This Service 

Vancouver. — Mr. Charles Holds- 
worth, managing director of the Un- 
ion Steamship Company of New 
Zealand, who has arrived here to 
take passage home on the steamship 
Niagara, after spending two years in 
England, announced tha: the company 
not only intended to replace all the 
ships lost during the war, but also to 
add another mail ship, faster and big- 
ger than the Niagara, to run between 
here and New Zealand and Australia. 
He said the company was looking for 
the development of a great Australian 
trade with Canada and the United 
States. Two new freighters of 9,000 
tons each are being constructed for 
this service, and will be completed by 
the end of March.

Assassination Was - 
_ Detiberate Plot 


Vienna Court Wished to Get Rid of 
Archduke ‘Ferdinand 

Berne. — Charges that the assas- 
sination of Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand and his wife, the Duchess - of 
Hohenberg at Sarajevo on June 28, 
1914, was the result of a deliberate 
plot by the late Count Tisza, former 
Hungarian premier, are made in a 
{pamphlet written by a priest who was 
the spiritual adviser of the Duchess 
of Hohenberg, according to a Vienna 
dispatch to the Frankfort Gazette. 
The pamphlet entitled “The Sarajevo 
}Murder and Count Tisza’s' responsi- 
| bility for the World War,” is said to 
have made a profound impression in 
Austria. 

It is declared that Francis Ferdi- 
nand repeatedly refused to go to Sar- 
ajevo and it was only an appeal to 
his courage that induced him to make 
the trip. 

“The most elementary precautions 
were omitted,” it is stated by the 
priest. “He was simply led into a trap 
prepared by the court at Vienna and 
by the Hungarian aristocracy, head- 
ed by Count Tisza.” 

The general idea of the pamphlet 
is that Magyar magnates with the 
consent of the Vienna court wished 
hed get rid of the archduke, who was 
extremely disliked, and obtain ven- 
geance for the murder at the cx- 
pense of the Jugo-Slavs, who wouid 
be made helpless. It is pointed out 
that no “proper” enquiry was ever 
made into the tragedy, and that no 
one was made responsible for the
